There have been major objection! from 


the so-called liberal or moderate Repub- 
licans to the candidacy of Sen. Barry Gold- 
water. It was charged that many of hii 
enthusiastic backers were "extremists ' of 
the ultra right wing variety who wanted 
to lug the United States back into the 
Nineteenth Century. 
Another argument 


wa* that Coldwater couldn't possibly win 
in November. Now the opposition, as ex- 
pressed in the eastern newspapers, ii show- 
ing tome strange "extremism" itself and a 
suddenly revealed fear that Goldwater 
might have a pretty good chance of victory. 


James Reston announced that the dan* 


ger of Goldwater was not that he ii impul- 
sive or that he might shoot from the hip 
and regiel his hasi> decisions when ii WM 
too late to retract them. Instead, wrote 
Reston. the real danger is that Goldwater 
Is a serious and dedicated man who be- 
lieves firmly in the things he has said in 
criticism of foreign and domestic United 
States policies. The next day the .Yeu> York 
Times dragged out various quotes to show 
that Goldwater didn't really have any solid 
opinions on anything that he might not 
change. The fact that he had moderated 
earlier opinions was apparently considered 
ts dangerous by the Times. 


Much of the eastern press has waxed 


hysterical over its portrait of whit would 
happen to the Republican party If Gold- 
water were nominated and then over what 
would happen to the nation should he be 
elected. The party would be destroyed 
without any doubt; in fact it would prob- 
sbly fall apart before the delegates man- 
aged to get home from San Francisco.

senators 


coming up for re-election in the fall would 
be mowed down as if with a scythe. Said 
one newspaper editorially, the Republican 
convention was "traveling down its last 


mad mile" sad when the delegates f*t 
home 'they are going to find a great many 
fellow Republicans asking why . . . they 
perpetrated this awful folly." 


But in spite of the fact that the Repub- 


lican organisation was going to collapse, 
there were even more dire warnings of 
what would happen if Goldwater should 
win, 
something declared absolutely impos- 


sible before the convention. S. L. Sulz- 
berger direly intoned 
that "American 


elections are capable of great surprises." 
In the party platform he finds the encour- 
agement for the United States Information 
Agency to "mount a psychological warfare 
attack" against communism and to "broad- 
cast not our weaknesses but our strengths" 
—something we naively believed it is sup- 
posed to have been doing all these years. 
But Sulzberger sees this as a threat of a 
return to th« days of none other tham 
Joseph 
McCarthy and "book burning." 


Sulzberger, who certainly must be redec- 
orating his fall-out shelter, concludes that 
Goldwater is only a day-before-yesterday 
man and "the possibility exists that, should 
he enter the White House, there mifht 
never be a day-after-tomorrow." 


This is hysterical nonsense of the In- 


clusive kind the liberals condemn. 


We have yet to see how Senator Gold- 


water will conduct his campaign. We have 
rather suspected that if his backers are 
mainly the ultra right wing, they may be 
in for some disappointments; reversing the 
massive machinery of the federal govern- 
ment is a mighty project and despite the 
claims of both Goldwater's opposition and 
some of his backers, he is not completely 
in favor of either attacking the Russians 
or disbanding the federal establishment 


But he certainly does not have the ex- 


clusive backing of all the extremists in the 
country; there are quite a few among the 
eastern liberal opposition.

We Still Want a Full-Time City Attorney 


Members 
of the Appleton Common 


Council acted wisely last week in referring 
back to committees a recommendation that 
a part-time city attorney be hired for 
$3,600 a year. The chairmen of the Finance 
and Personnel Committees asked that the 
matter be sent back for further study. 


The No. 1 order of business for the 


Common Council now is to have the entire 
picture reviewed and first to make a deter- 
mination as to whether Appleton needs a 
full-time city attorney. At present this city 
of over 50,000 population has an elected, 
part-time city attorney who receives $6,900 
a year, plus expenses when handling city 
litigation. 


We have said before—and repeat again 


—that it surely would be foolish for this 
city to suddenly find itself with two part- 
time assistant attorneys. 


The job of city attorney should be full- 


time and a salary set commensurate with 
the duties and responsibilities of the all- 
important office. It must be remembered 
that the city attorney is representing a $10 
million a year business—city government. 


It is difficult, indeed, to understand the 


position taken by City Atty. Frederick E. 
Froehlich when he recommends that he be 
given a part-time assistant, and that he 
make the appointment. 


While the Finance and Personnel Com- 


mittees are taking a second look at the 
proposal calling for a part-time assistant, 
it might be well for the Welfare-Ordinance 
Committee also to get»into the act. In fact, 
the Welfare-Ordinance Committee is way 
overdue, having failed to "report out" an 
ordinance submitted several months ago 
calling for establishing the office of city 
attorney on a full-time basis. 


The 
Common Council had 
$20,000 


budgeted for 1964 for the city attorney's 
office, the understanding being that it 
would be a full-time position. The Council 
should put this ordinance into effect as 
soon as possible. 


An alternative is to put the question 


to a referendum vote in the November 
election, and if the Council does not wish 
to take responsibility, this should then be 
done. 


The record dictates that Appleton needs 


full-time legal counsel.

Trouble in East Germany 


Although the lines of rigid adherence to 


Communist slogans and policies have soft- 
ened visibly in most of the Eastern Euro- 
pean satellite nations, until recently East 
Germany appeared to be more like. Red 
China. But now there are signs that eco- 
nomic problems which plague so many 
Communist lands will force Walter Ulbncht 
to change even his image. The posters and 
the photographs of the Communist gods 
are still in evidence but the tones are 
softening. 


"We are not troublemakers." said one 


high Red official almost placatingly "All 
we ask of you in the West is that you 
recognize the German Democratic Republic 
as the reality it is." 


But the trouble goes deeper. The Berlin 


Wall and the isolation forced by the Reds 
on East Germany has meant that the West 
too can play at the little game of suspicion 
and bureaucratic tomfoolery. 


Some time ago, for instance, an East 


German machine installed in England de- 
veloped a minor fault. The East German 
officials, naturally anxious to increase the 
Mies and efficiency of their products, 
hastily dispatched a mechanic familiar 
v;ith the machine. But the red tape of 
getting him out o East Germany, through 
West Germany and into England managed 
to delay his arrival by three months. The 
Allied Travel Board in West Berlin retains 
the right tn determine which East Germani 


are granted travel documents to enter 
NATO countries and such boards can take 
a lot of time when encouraged to do so. 
The right of course is in retaliation for the 
Communist bar on travel of anyone it 
doesn't want to let in. 


There hasn't been a word from Ulbricht 


in recent months about the proposed—or 
threatened—Russian-East German treaty. 
Such a treaty could force more communi- 
cations between Allied representatives and 
the officials of the East German govern- 
ment, not recognized by the West. The line 
has definitely changed and certainly the 
orders came from Moscow. At this period 
in history the word is accommodation and 
a sweet sad smile. Actually the reasons 
involve both the firmness shown by the 
West about stopping of convoys on the 
autobahns and other Communist breaches 
of agreements and the sad economic plight 
of East Germany. This is especially serious 
as it is in contrast to the thriving picture 
in West Germany. 


Of course it is obvious that if the orders 


come for a tougher line, the East German 
puppets will nod and bow and repeat what 
they are told to say 
But nevertheless, 


every time conditions are relaxed, it may 
be just that much harder to lighten them 
up again without calling out the security 
police. The "evolution" of communism in 
some countries may be a possibility if only 
because a revolution would be the slterna- 
tive.

do public utilities advertise? It 
seems pointless, since they en- 
joy monopolies. It bothers me 
to think that part of my utili- 
ty dollar is being used to en- 
courage me to spend even 
more." 


The 
magazine carried an 


admirable answer by 
Beth 


Williams. She pointed out that 
advertising, generally, is used 
to stimulate the sale of more 
electric 
appliances and the 


use of more power — and that 
the more power a company 
sells, the lower the cost be- 
comes. Increased use is a ma- 
jor reason why the per kilo- 
watt cost of electricity de- 
clined from 17 cents in 1900 to 
2 cents in a recent year. 


Miss Williams 
concluded: 


"So. you see. the reason elec- 
tric-power companies adver- 
tise is to sell more current. 
This investment in advertising 
does not raise the cost per kil- 
owatt-hour to you. It lowers 
it. That's why the use of part 
of your utility dollar for ad- 
vertising is no cause for con- 
cern. In the end, you bene- 
fit." 


In just about every line of 


industry, 
increased s a l e s 


mean lower production costs, 
and advertising brings in- 
creased sales. And that is 
true of electric power as it is 
of groceries. 


himself in such decisive fash- 
ion on the Republican Party 
may also be able to impress 
far more Americans of his fit- 
ness to be president than the 
Democrats now allow them- 
selves to believe.

That is an impressive line- 


up, and once again the Demo- 
crats should ponder its mean- 
ing. 


So should Goldwater. His 


campaign can rise to the 
height of the .great national 
argument only if he thinks he 
has a serious chance of vic- 
tory in November and con- 
veys that conviction to the 
country. 


He is not conducting a sem- 


inar on conservatism. He is no 
longer an apostle of a personal 
philosophy in American poli- 
tics.

State Is Now Studying 
If Expenditure Growth 
Rate Can Be Slowed

Likewise, there are two sides 


to the coin at government fi- 
nance-revenues (or taxes) and 
expenditures. Both are impor- 
tant At the first toss of the 
coin, your Wisconsin Legisla- 
ture chose the goal of tax re- 
form. Now it has

goals and has begun a thor- 
ough study leading toward 
hoped for expenditure reform. 


This modern game of tax 


and expenditure revision has 
continued for the last 15 years. 
Three major tax studies were 
made—by the Laird Commit- 
tee in 1950, the Sammood 
Committee in 1957 and the 
Blue Ribbon Committee in 
1960. The research staff of the 
Wisconsin Taxpayers Alliance 
was requested to serve as con- 
sultants to each of these three 
groups. 


The Blue Ribbon Commit- 


tee, relying on facts developed 
by previous committees and 
as a result of its own investi- 
gations, laid out a blueprint 
for the Wisconsin tax system 
in the future. Not all the rec- 
ommendations of the commit- 
tee were adopted, but It is 
probably safe to assume that 
additional reco m m e ndationa 
will find their way Into the 
statute books in future years. 


ELSEWHERE TOO 


Despite increases in individ- 


ual income tax rates in 1961 
and 1963 and the adoption of a 
selective 
sales tax 
in 1961 


and its extension in 1963, gov- 
ernmental spending has con- 
tinued to grow at a faster pace 
than tax revienues. If it is any 
comfort, 
Wisconsin 
is 
not 


alone in this respect. The 
problem confronts all states in 
varying degrees and at differ- 
ent times. A recent report of 
the Federation of Tax Admin- 
istrators shows that in each of 
the last 10 years (1954-63), to- 
tal state general revenues fell 
short of the growth in general 
state expenditures. This report 
was for the 50 states. 


In Wisconsin, the problem of 


expenditures exceeding rev- 
enues remains acute. The 1963 
legislature concluded that at- 
tention must be focused on 
ways and means to slow the 


increase in stale «p»*«<^ It 
was for this reason that the 
committee of 25 (Gold Ribbon 
Committee) was created with 
the specific *^g*t**+* to in- 
vestigate in detail the way in 
which the state is spending its 
money and to determine if 
there are method* to slow UM 
continuing list in state appro- 
priations.

Now the youth may want to 


go to college— possibly to one 
of the state colleges or to the 
University of Wisconsin or one 
of its extension centers. Her* 
the costs are higher and the 
numbers are of even greater 
concern. Projections indicate 
an increase in enrollment at 
Wisconsin's public institutions 
of high learning from 70,300 
in 1964 to 141,100 in 1773. 


But the ultimate problem 


may occur when the student 
graduates, either from high 
school or from college. Will he 
be able to find a job in the 
state and become a taxpayer? 
Or will he have to seek em- 
ployment elsewhere because 
industry has not expanded suf- 
ficiently to produce the neces- 
sary jobs? 


In solving this problem a 


delicate balance is involved— 
that of providing government 
services, such as education, on 
one side while keeping govern- 
ment costs and taxes at a level 
that will encourage industrial 
expansion and more jobs on 
the other. 


There are several ways that 


industrial expansion can be 
encouraged. One is to have a 
tax system that is comparable 
with other state*. Another is 
to emphasize the many good 
features of Wisconsin. Both 
methods depend on the interest 
and assistance of all Wiscon- 
sin citizens.
